The jOld Tear and tiie^ewe/, . 
There is Bomething melanobolv in 
biddin^i^ adieu' to the Old ^Year. We 
part with ft with XeeUDgB. akin to 
taking final leave of a friend who has 
shared the vioisBitudes and troddon 
ibo upa-and'downs ot life with us. By 
many tho year ot grooe 1866 can only 
bo reuulloiJ with puiiiful rocoUcotionS. 
Stout and buoyant hearts have sunk 
bonoath tho rudo and hoavy band ot 
advorsity; onco thriving and bappy 
homoa have' boon immolated on tho 
stern shrino of nocessityj and un- 
offending individuals and families aro 
thrown holpiosBly on the world to re^ 
Bumo tho b;iltlo of life, with few 
friends to help them, small means to 
sustain them, and less hope to cheer 
them. Yot is our case very iar from 
tlio worst inscribed on the records 
of tho past year. Wo are merely 
the Bufferors from a reaction com- 
mon 1 1 . !^,o ; ail now ooun tries— to 
mining oommnnities in partioalar— 
and they who cast their lots in gold 
ooantvies mnst make np their minds 
to regard tho venture in tbo light of a 
lottery ticket which may win a prize, 
tho p(i,d9 .being against it. We have 
only drawn more blanks than usual 
during tho past 3'oar, and tho noi't 
may change the luck iu our favor. Ab- 
sorbed in our own immediate troubles, 
wo bavo entirely ovorlookcd tho soro 
trials and afflictions of others of our 
kindred. Tho wailings of thousands 
of poor creatures rendered hungry, 
naked, houseless and desolate by tho 
great firos at Portland and Quebec, 
reached our oars but not our boarts. 
Tba doplorablo accounts of the famine 
in India touched no sympathetic 
obord, avvakoDod no feeling of oom» 
missoration. The cruel blast that scat- 
tered death and destraotion over tho 
inhabitants oi Turk's Island afforded a 
good newspaper paragraph, but made 
no appeal to our senses. While the 
dark cloud of adversity oppressed us, 
the best feelings of our nature became 
so ciiiiled and paralyzed that no talo 
of real fiufforing penetrated our hearts, 
and we believed ourselves the most 
hardly dealt with people in the scale 
of humanity. Taken all in all, tho 
year that has just fled has not boon so 
disastrous to tho community as some 
aro wont to maintain. True, it has 
witnessed tbo crisis that it took three 
years to bring about; but the bubble 
bad to burst, and tho sooner tho shock 
came tho sooner tbo country might 
hope to revive. The worst is now 
over; the weeding and raking process 
is comparatively at an end, and the 
dawn of tbo Now Year lets in rays of 
hope to cheer na on our path. The min- 
ing prospects of British Colombia never 
looked brighter than at the present 
moment. The popalation of the nOw 
united Colony has been considerably 
reduced by tho collapse in business of 
all kinils, but while other industries 
aro gradually sLrugglirig into life, our 
gold mines, now in process of develop^ 
mont, will bo tutliciont to HUHtain tho 
flouting population .still ruiiiaining in 
tho country, and buforo tlio lap.so of 
anotiior twelve months, it is reasona- 
ble to infer that tbo projected impor- 
tation of several quartz mills and the 
development of recently discovered 
highly auriferous lodes will be the 
means of introducing men and money 
to the country, and causing a consider'* 
able stimulus to our mining interests. 
Under tho new Govermontal regime, 
too, with no conilioting suicidal poli- 
cies to subserve, and the burdens of 
thi) people lightened by a wholesale 
By»tem of retrenchment, we shall soon 
find it oasior to live. It may bo a 
hard strugglo with some who have 
loHt their all, but lot them uot lose 
heart, and llioy will yet bo rewarded. 
Piiitli in tho iuiure of tho country is 
unskakcn, and if faith in oursolvoa bo 
equally firm, thoso who outlive tho 
proHoiit Htoriii will yot see ploiity aiid 
coiitontiiieiit, wluM'o ihoro is now but 
want and murmuring. In anticipation 
of tho " good time coming," we gri.ot 
our" -readers, one and all, with a 
«< Ha^py Now Year."

The Lonilou ••Times" ou tUo Alabama 
(Claims. 

Following are tho main portions af a ,Iato 
article in tbe London J'imea, wbicb hau 
bean alluded to In our despatcbea : 

Wo have more than onoe during tho pro- 
gent autuinu reminded our readers of tlio 
outstanding Alabama ^claims. If these 
olaims wora, as sumo people think, destitute 
of all legal or roasonable foundation — still 
more, if they woru profurred out of a mere 
desire to pick a ({uarrol with ui, it would ho 
uaoloss to waslo words upon thorn. No one, 
however sinooro may be hiH horror of war, 
can maintain that an entirely grouudlcsfl 
demand ought lo bo ullowod, lur thu aako of 
peaoo, by a Ohriatiao nation ur that such a 
oonoeHsion would havo any other offoot than 
to invito further aggression. Tho present 
question, however, wears a very dilleront 
upiol. It it oortain that, whatever view 
may be taken ou this side of the Allaatio, ap 
■Inoit UDitersat opinion prevails on tho 



other that tho United Statos have suffered a 
grievous (wrong at otir. hands, and that we 
bav? denied through onr..,OoTe,tumeut ia 
logitimatc claim for reparalioa.' This in 

ileclf oonotituloa a strong case for considerax 
tion, and if necessary, for reconsiderstion. 
A nation, like an indi ridual, is not an iin< 
partial Judge in its own cauaa, but this re- 
mark applies to ourselves as well as to tbe 
other party, and justice compels us to 
observe that io offering to submit : tiie mat. 
ter to arbitration the Amerioans have given 
tha best proof of cooSdonco in tho justice 
of their position. Few lawyeri, indeed, 
looking at the oircomatnnces from a purely 
legnl point of view, will deny that a groat 
(leal n;ay be said for tbo arguments em- 
bodied in the despatches of Mr Adams and 
fWr Seward. A compeodions statement of 
these argumenlB may be found in the North 
American Review for the present mouth, nnd 
il they lull ahon 01 establishing tho liability 
of Great Britnin for damagea inflicted by tbo 
Alabama and her contoite, tboy go ftir to 
ebow, what has oficu been admitted in our 
own columns, that she represents a 'casus 
oniieaus' iu iuteroaiioaai law. It is manit- 
usily contrary to tbo law of nations that a 
vcBoel should be equipped and commissioned 
by or on behalf of a belligerent io a neutral 
port, and thouce sally forth to prey on the 
ooiumerco of tho other l)('lli;;orcnl. It is 
inanifenlly permitted by tbe law of nations 
f(jr a neutral ship builder to oonstract a ves" 
eul ef war, and to sell it to a belligerent 
government, provided the vessel is equipped 
or comiuisaioned within neutral territory; 
docs not isBuo from a neutral port iu a 
warlike character, and has not acquired 
that ebaraoter till she has visited a port of 
her own country. Tbe peculiarity of tho 
Alabama case was that at no time and in no 
respect was she a mere article of meroban« 
diso, but was destined by ibose who built her 
her an well as thoao who ordorod and 
puichased her, for tbo purpose which thu 
aliimitely fullillad. The construction 
of her Imll, tho enlistment of her orew, the 
prepa:Htioo and emburkution of her arma~ 
inent — all were part of the same transaction, 
conducted by the saute agents, and sbe oevoi 
io her whole career, entered 11 Confederate 
port. ' Sbo went nowhere for sale,' nnd but 
lur a lla^'ruut brcucb of our neutrality could 
li;\vu hixd DO ezisleuoeasa Confoderato cruiser 
at nil. Upon tbeeo facta the Americans 
claim an indemnity from us, alleging that a 
Statu is responsible for wrouKful sots of its 
Eutjjcci8, which either mora effective laws or a 
more vigorous execution of its present laws 
might have prevented. Lord Russell denied 
in gubsiunco that anything beyond an honest 
application of our own municiptilstatutas can 
bu required of us by a foreign power, and 
ducllDed to entertain the qaostioo, whether, 
iu fact, our Foreign Enlistment Act bad bcuo 
applied io good faith. Bat no one bad raised 
ihi8 qucbiion, while another question — whether 
(,'ur (iuveromoot had aoted with sufficient 
proniplitude — wo8 excluded by his genorul 
ducirine. Hero is tbe weak poiot of our ad- 
vucaie'a reasoning, aod it is right that wo 
Bhonid acknowledge it Irankly. Tho principle 
that interuatioral obligations are limited by 
the proTisions of mnnioipal legislation, though 
uppiirently sancticnud by tho high authority 
ol ihe latu Aitorncy General, is assuredly not 
above dispute, and it this priooipio bo eur- 
rendored we can hardly help reeognising thu 
confl'oting 'equities' of two innooen: parlies 
in tbe Alabama case. 



Corruption in the School Committees 
of New York. 

There have been reports of tbo robbery of 
school teachers in New York by their offi- 
cial employers ; Mr Parton, in his article in 
I lie Aorf/k American, exposes this iinspeak-< 

ably mean liusiness, thus ; 

It was recently proved, in the presence of 
the Governor of the State, that the appoint- 
ment to the ofBce of Corporation Attorney 
was sold lo one incumbeatfor the round sum 
of $10, QUO. This Is bad enough, but worse 
romains to bo told. Sworn testimony (from 
iliirly-ei.'C witnCBSOf), taken by a committee ol 
invuotit;;ni<in, estiiblishea the appalling fact 
tiiat appointments to places in the public 
schools ato syeitematically sold in some uf 
the wards — tha wards where the public 
schools are almotttbe sole civilizing power, 
acd where it is of uospeakAble Importaoco 
that the schools should be in the handa of the 
best men and women. Ono young lady, who 
bad just buried her father and had a helpl*<HH 
mother to support, applied fur a situation as 
teacher, and was told, aa usual, that she 
must pay for it. She replied that she could 
not raiae the sum demanded, the funeral os- 
[leases having exhausted ihs family store. She 
waH then informed that she could pay '' the 
tax" HI iiiBtallmenls. Auolbor poor girl came 
on the witness stand 00 crutches, and testified 
that she had paid $75 for a situation of S300 
a-year. Another lady went to a member of 
tke ting and told him, with tears, that she 
Buw no way of [uocuriog tho sum required, 
nor even ol taving it from tbo Blonder 
ealary ol the place. Tho man was 
moved by her ongaish, look compassion 
upon her, aod said be would remit bis share 
uf " tbe tax." It was shown, too, that thu 
ugcnt of this foul iniquity was no other than 
tho principal of ona of tho schools. It was 
lui who received and puid over the nionoy 
wrung frctn tho terror and necessities of un- 
derpaid and overworked teachers. Wo learn 
from the rxport ol tha Commiiteo that tho 
ring in this ward was origioally formed for 
the express purpose of giving the Biiuaiious 
in a new and handsome school ' to tbe high- 
est bidder ;' and, as tbo opening of tho new 
Hcliool involved the discharge of a small 
number of teachers employed iu tbo old 
ncbuol, the ring bad both tho fear and tbe 
ambition of the teachers to wroti upon. 
' Thuro was a perfect reign of terror in the 
ward,' says the report of tbo Investigating 
Ci)raiiiitlee. ' Tho agont perfotmed his duty 
with ahicrity and wiib u bearlineas worthy ol 
tbe eniploj'errj. It appearii that ho not only 
aurninoned tha leachors to come to him, but 
that be called on their parents and fiiouda as 
to tbe amouot tboy should pay for their ap- 
pointments, the sums varyiog from $50 to 
$GUO, according to tbo salaries of the posi- 
trons sought.' 

And who won) Iho ring that ])orpotrftied 
this inlamy '/ 'I'hey wore a inajoi ily uf llie 
trustees elected by tbe paopla, and tbo schocl 
commissioner elected by tho poaple — nix poor 
creatures selected from tho grogshop and the 
whaif, faiid entrusted wjili lliu most saerud 
iiittroat of a ropiiblic — thu education of its 
children. It was known before that, in some 
of tbe wardH, tbo Hcbuol trustees were drank- 
ardd; it was known before that little children 
were piled up, like flower-pots in a greeO' 
houHo, in small, ill- vent dated rooms ; but do 
one aupposad, boforo this investigation in 
J'^'^t that men could be elected to ofBoe who 
ware capable of sucb revolting meanness as 
this.
